Franklin Ave., is charged 
with firing two bullets in 
the left side of the head of 
Edna Crums, then dum- 
ping her lifeless body into 
the Scioto River last week. 

The body of Mrs. Crums; 
also known as Edda 
Louise Gibbs, was found 
floating in the river by two 
boaters about 9 a.m. Satur- 
day at the Hayden Run 
bridge at Rt. 33, police 
reported. 

Detectives theorized that 
the body had been in the 
river two or three days and 
it was probably dumped in

Lomax's concerns cen- 
tered around cost figures, 
the equitability of the plan 
and the impact on the 
community of statements 
made.

A Simple Warning 


JUCO, It is an acronym 
for junior college, a place 
where many students go to 
either “mature” or to-atcne 
for poor academic records 
stemmin from high 
school. Many athletes go 
to junior colleges also. Un- 
fortunately, they have no 
sights on academic im- 
provement; more often 
than not they enroll for 
scrapbook material and 
hopes of being recruited 
by a major colleges or a 
university. It can be a 
deceptive experience. 

| know many. local 
athletes who have went to 


~ junior colleges. From what 


| gather, their experiences 
were not great. First of all, 
the junior colleges that 
prey upon area high 
schools seem to be located 
in very remote areas: Walla 
Walla in Washington, Ells- 
worth in -Texas and 
Waldorf in lowa are but a 
few that have picked up 
local athletes. 

Maybe they use their 
location as 
an inducement; many 
athletes have no quaims 
about going away to play 
sports. But little does the 
athlete know about these 
far away two-year citadels 
except that the coach has 
assured him of stardom 
and that the big four year 
schools will be beckoning 
if he puts out. Those are, at 
best, weak promises. 

Many of the athletes who 
venture to the far away 
schools are making their 
first sojourn there in the 
fall when school begins. 
No .personatl-recruiting ef- 
fort was put forth. More of- 
ten than not, the athlete is 
recruited through athletic 
brochures marred with 
hyperbole and with hardly 
anything pertaining to the 
academic structure of the 
institution. 

Maybe this is done for a 
reason. At Hutchinson Jr. 
College (Kansas) a few 
years back, an athlete was 
starring on the basketball 
team and-scoring about 25 
points a gam. This was all 
swell and great. But he 
was playing without a high 
school diploma. Facts 
revealed that his trans- 
cripts were altered and he 
was brought in the back 
door, so to say. 

He was kicked out 
through the front door, 


along with the guilty 
coach. Many colleges, four 
year as well as the two 
year ones, have been 
placed on probation due to 
their avaricious mode of 
recruiting athletes. 

Tne questionable. tactics 
by these colleges are used 
to prey upon the urban 
athlete, that breed patien- 
tly waiting for an athletic 
scholarship. Many times, it 
is the mediocre who go to 
the junior college to play 
sports. These are the 
players that were over- 
looked by the four year 
schools. 

Of course, there are ex- 
ceptions. Bob McAdoo at- 
tended Vincennes junior 
college, but that school is 


a sprawling institution that ° 


can boast of an active 
student body. Many junior 
colleges number only 
about _300-400._in__popu- 
lation, ‘and have a staff 
with sometimes 
questionable 
qualifications. 
In many~ cases, the 
credits garnered at these 
schools are not trans- 
ferable, and even in some 
cases an athlete may not 
know what his program of 
study is to be. One 
acquaintance of mine at- 
tended a junior college in 
W. Virginia for two years. 
Nothing at all againt 
religion, but his Certificate 
(fell short of that degree) 
was in Bible Studies. 
Another friend went to a 
junior college out West for 
one year. When | asked 
him at the end of that first 
year why he wasn't going 
back, he said he hadn't 
heard anything from the 
administration. What we 
had there was indeed a 
lack of communication, as 
well as a futre in limbo.

To the parents, and to 
the athletes who didn't get 
the big four year grants to 
colleges, take your time 
before hastily making a 
decision to attend a junior 
college. Look at the curri- 
culum, and while they most 
likely will be laden with 
remedial courses, make 
sure that there is 
something there that will 
be academically 
challenging also. And do 
try to make one trip to the 
school to see if you like it.

According to the report, 
the district's 123 elemen- 
tary-school attendance 
areas will be used as 
“building blocks’’ for 
desegregation planning, 
and five of these 123 areas 
are not affected by the 
remedy plan at either the 
elementary, junior high or 
senior high level. 

In questioning the in- 
terim superintendent and 
board president about this 
aspect of the report 
following Tuesday's board 
meeting, reporters pointed 
out that the description 
does not address itself to 
black concerns about how 
many schools will remain 
as white sanctuaries under 
the plan. 

No. substantive answer 
was given. 

The report indicates that 
30 schools would be 
vacated under the plan, 
which would go into effect 
in three phases, but 21 of 
them would reopen as 
alternative schools, leaving 
9 to be closed. The 
following breakdown was 
given. on schools to be 
vacated: 

Elementary -- Black, 5; 
non-black, 12; balanced, 6. 

Junior high — Black, 2; 
*non-black, 2; balanced, 1. 

Senior high - Black, 1; 
non-black, O; balanced, 1. 

The techniques used to 
reassign students involve 
boundary changes, con- 
tiguous and non- 
contiguous clusterings and 
school closings. 

A previous estimate on 
the cost of the plan of $19- 
21 million was increased in 
this report to $23.2 million, 
with the estimate on the 
number of additional buses 
needed revised to include 
the voluntary transfer com- 
ponent of the plan. Ap- 
proximately 173 buses 
would be required for 
voluntary transfers, plus 
the previously estimated 
250 buses for involuntary 
transfers.

MOTHER SAYS 
Emergency Squad Left 


Child With Broken Leg

A Columbus Fire Dept. 
Emergency crew which 
allegedly refused to give 
attention to a 10 year old 
Southside boy after he suf- 
fered a broken leg when 
struck by a car last Friday, 
was under investigation 
this week, The CALL & 
POST was informed. 

The youth, Charles Tur- 
ner, son of Dwight and 
Linda | Turner, 1662 
Jonathan Dr., was riding 
his bicycle in front of their 
home when the accident 
occurred. 

He failed to see an ap- 
pedensohes Raed operated by - 
a neigh Mrs. Glora 
Croom, 1678 Jonathan Dr., 
and rode right into its path. 

As the youth tay in 
agonizing pains of his left 
leg, the emergency squad 
responded to a call, but 
refused to transport the 
youth to Children Hospital, 
Mrs. Turner said. 

Instead of taking the boy 
to the hospital, the 
emergency squad men in- 
sisted that he was ‘‘just ex- 
cited and wasn't seriously 
hurt,” said Mrs. Turner, 
“They tried to force 
Charlies to stand and put 
weight on his leg,” she 
said. When she told them 
that the child was in severe 
pain, the crewmen offered 
to put him into her car, she 
lamented. 

Within a couple minutes 
after the first crew arrived, 
the Medic Van drove up, 
and also refused to give 
any attention to the youth. 
Angry and frustrated by the 


apparent negligence of the 
squadmen, 
said she finally picked up 
her son and carried him 
into her home. 

Mrs. Croom's husband, 
Johnny came over and 
drove Charles to Children 
Hospital where it was 
discovered that he had a 
broken leg. Mrs. Croom 
and Mrs. Turner —ac- 
companied Mr. Croom to 
the hospital. 

Mrs. Croom, in a CALL & 
POST interview, confirmed 
Mrs. Turner's statement 
concerning the attitude of 
the squadmen. 

Hospital Physicians in- 
formed her that Charles’

Making Haste Slowly 


In a well-received move to ease 
tensions and to eliminate wild 
speculation about public school 
desegregation in Cleveland, U.S: 
Judge Frank J. Battisti_has: 

1. Instructed the Special Master 
Daniel R. McCarthy to hold public 
hearings on the desegregation plans 
submitted by the School Boards of 
city--and state, and ,{o issue a 
memorandum within the week to 
notify parties involved and the public 
of procedures to be followed in the 
hearings. ; 

2. Vacated the protective order 
which had been issued last April to 
the NAACP obtaining depositions 
from-schoot- officials and members of 
the Cleveland Board of Education. 

3. Denied the March 17 request of 
the plaintiffs (NAACP. etc.) to require 
the Cleveland Board of Education 
and School officials to show cause 
why they should not be found in con- 
tempt of court. 

4. Added that the court would. 
within a week issue orders with 
respect to desegregation of all 
faculty, clerical and custodial staffs 
in the Cleveland Public Schools.

Time Makes.a 


Three weeks ago, the city of 


. Oakland, California, elected Lionel 


Wilson as its first Black mayor. His 
election created a bare ripple in the 
news of the day. 


When Carl B. Stokes was elected 
mayor of Cleveland. in 1967, it-was 
world news as he was the first Black 
to be elected mayor of a major 
United States city. The event was 
hailed as a major breakthrough and 
it was. 


Progress has now dulled the in- 
terest in the election of Blacks to 
high public office. Newark, Atlanta, 
Detroit, Los Angeles, Washington, 
D.C., and 147 other cities, both large 
and small all now have Black 
mayors. 

Excitement-over the election of a 
Black mayor now seldom extends 
beyond the metropolitan boundaries 
of the city taking its first plunge. 


too, that the purpose of his instruc- 
tions was to create a feeling of con- 
fidence that the inevitable 
desegregation order would not 
disrupt. the community. 

For the first time then, the citizens 
of Cleveland can have confidence 
that the extremists on either side of - 
the controversy — those who want 
massive busing, and those who want 
no busing at all-will be brought to 
reasonable compromise with the 
scales weighted in favor of quality 
education for all children. 

The move to fully desegregate the 
faculty and staff is long overdue. This 
move has always been within the 
ability of school administrators to ac- 
complish, and the fact that it will not 
be done without staff opposition sim- 
ply. indicates how far away we still 
are from creating the proper at- 
mosphere for smooth pupil in- 
tegration. 

Wouldn't it be-ironic if it transpires 


‘that the biggest protests over the 


unavoidable. reassignment of 
teachers, custodians and other staf- 
fers, are heard more loudly from 
blacks than -whites. 

But don't bet that it won't. 


Difference 


The importance of this program is 
not fully appreciated or recognized 
by our people. However, it should 
have great significance for our 
young people. It means that a Black 
boy or girl can now set their sights 
on most _any elected office on the 
Ballot. No. longer is there. any Mason- 
Dixon-line-in. politics. Black women 
are sharing in this progress too as 
there are now 684 holding elected 
public offices ranging from Congress 
to village clerk. 

Slowly the Negro is recognizing 
that the best way to civil rights is the 
political road. And, you can’t travel 
the political road unless you are a 
registered voter. If we could increase 
our registered voters by 25% in every 
major urban city, we could easily 
triple the number of Negroes now 
holding elected public office. 

This is something we should think 


about.

Dempsey J. Travis, prominent 
Chicago businessman and who ac- 
cording to an Ebony Magazine poll, 
‘is one, of the country's most influen-

Travis spoke at @ business-awards 
‘banquet .sponsored by the Black 
.Graduates in Administration and the 
-Council of Black Students in Ad- 
ministration in the College of Ad- 
ministrative Science’ at Ohio State 
University. 

Noting that business, for the most 
part, is not learned in school, Travis, 
owner of his own real estate com- 
pany and a past president of the 
United Mortgage Bankers. of 
America, said blacks simply do not 
have the opportunity to learn 
business. 

“Their introduction into business is 
solely on a trial and error basis. They 
need—time-to-get in-and tearn-the 
system....getting into the Executive 
Suite,’ he said and added sar- 
Castléairy” 

Ninety-five. percent of executives 

earn their business acumen on. the 
job and not in the classroom. Blacks 
“seldom get the-gpportunity for that 
_ valuable on the job training.” 
Travis made another point which 


we feel was quite significant when he 
castigated businesses for giving 
black jobs such as vice president of 
public relations or vice president o 
Equal Opportunity. : 


“These types of jobs are going 
nowhere. The best you can do is take 
the message to the executive suite; 
you don't get in the door,” he obser- 
ved. 


And finally, to give emphasis to his 
point of view, he cited an incident 
that occurred earlier in. the pregram 
when a singer who experienced dif- 
ficulty with a@ microphone, laid it 
aside and “sang a song superbly.” 


“Blacks have got to use in- 
novations, just like the young lady 
who had trouble with the micro- 
phone. Blacks have simply got to be 
more innovative than their counter- 
parts," he advised.

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GEORGE DID IT AGAIN 


The dismissal of Police Chief Lioyd E. 
Garey by Mayor Ralph Perk, hit 
Cleveland like a bombshell last Saturday. 
It gave the newspapers plenty of news for 
their holiday editions: 

It-was—not that Chief Garey was well 
known or well liked. In fact, outside the 
police force, very few Clevelanders knew 
him. However, he was the. white 
policeman's chief. He grew up under the 
white clique that has ruled the Cleveland 
police department for years. He was 
made by them and, he served them well 
while in office. 

The fight of Negroes to get on the 
Cleveland police force and be promoted, 
has been a long, hard and disappointing 
one. If a Black was successful in getting 
on the police force, his prospects for ad- 
vancement were certainly not bright. Of 
all the major cities in the United States, 
Cleveland has perhaps the Worst record 
of hiring Black police, No major position 
in the police department has ever been , 
held by a Black member of the force. 

Harney, Jenkins and Gordy all ex- 
cellent policemen, served their time and 
retired without any real promotion in 
rank. In fact, Gordy, who was a detective, 
standing up for-_his_rights, was.demoted 
by the then Chief of Police, put back in 
uniform and assigned to a beat out on 
Kinsman Rd. and the Pennsylvania 
Railroad tracks. He retired without 
having this unjust disgrace removed from 
his record. 

This is the kind of racism that has in- 
fested the Cleveland police department 
for as long as anyone can, remember. 

When.Cari Stokes became mayor, one 
of his first objectives was to reorganize 
the police department and open the 
doors for Blacks on the force. His 
naming of General Benjamin O. Davis, 
Jr., as Safety Director was intended to be 
the first move in this direction. General 
Davis was quickly euchred in by the 
white police clique to the dismay of 
Mayor Stokes, who finally had to dismiss 
him. The police department made Mayor 

Stokes its major target. . 

In a determined effort to bring about 
Change, Mayor Stokes named Michael J. 
Blackwell Chief of Police. Blackwell 
soon found himself hemmed in by the 
ruling clique. The Glenville riot with the 
bitterness engendered by it in the police

department, finally was too much for 
Blackwell. He resigned in 1968. 
Despite all the efforts of Mayor Cari 
Stokes and his successor, Mayor Ralph 
Perk, to get more. Negroes on the police 
force, all efforts have failed. - 
When Councilman George Forbes was 
elevated to the Presidency of City Coun- 


-cH, he took on the police department. 


Time after time he was thwarted in his ef- 
forts to effect a break through. 


Finally, President Forbes decided to 
submit to the voters the infamous 3% pay 
override. This was the pet salary sugar 
plum of the police. George Forbes staked 
his all on the outcome. The police 
challenged him. They raised a healthy 
war chest and spent the money freely. 
However, when the votes were counted 
last April, the voters had, to the conster- 
nation of the police, repealed the 3% 
Charter provision, George Forbes had 
won where all others had failed. He not 
only beat the entrenched police oligar- 
chy, but caught Mayor Ralph Perk off 
base. As the mayor had supported the 
police in the election. 

George Forbes knew that federal 
money was ayailable for the hiring of 
more police of which, a fixed percenta: 
had to be Black. He also knew that Chief 
Garey was not in favor of hiring more 
Blacks. 


- The pressure was now on Mayor Ralph 
Perk. Realizing the inevitable, Mayor 
Perk decided that Police Chief Garey 
could no longer be permitted to block 
Blacks on the police force. His only alter- 
native was to shift over to the side of 
President Forbes and fire Chief Garey. 

George Forbes fought the battle for the 
Blacks and won. Few people will ever 
know the pressures he was under and 
how hard he had to fight on the inside. 
What George did took guts, courage and 
perseverance. He was tested in the 
crucible and came out pure gold. 

By his~ action, President Forbes has 
ushered in a new day for Blacks on the 
Cleveland police force. Our job now is to 
find qualified men for these jobs. The 
responsibility of those selected is to do 
the kind of efficient job that will let 
George Forbes know that they and the 
city of Cleveland, appreciate what 
George Forbes did.

Last week, the United States Supreme 
Court struck down an East Cleveland 
zoning ordinance that prevented a black 
grandmother from having more than one 
grandchild living in her home. The close 
vote, 5 to 4, reversed a ruling by the Ohio 
Court of Appeals (8th District) which had 
upheld the grandmother's conviction in 
an East Cleveland Municipal Court that 
had fined_her $25 and sentenced-her to 
five days ‘in jail. The ordinance had 
limited occupants of a single family 
household to one_ family and 
“authorized” persons. The contention 
was that the woman's son was living in 
her home illegally because he is .not 
married, and that his son, now six years 


old, was a legal occupant because, under 


the ordinance, one “unlicensed roomer™ 
is allowed per household. 

The_ ordinance was designed to 
prevent overcrowding in. that rapidly- 
growing suburb of Cleveland, but Justice 
Lewis F. Powell, Jr., who wrote the 
court's main opinion said the East 
Cleveland ordinance was invalid because

of the family against arbitrary official

/ But the underdogs and the minorities 
ot tnis country are not faring at all well 
under the Court headed by Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger, one of Richard Nixon's 
legacies to the nation. Significantly, 
Justice Burger, voted against the black 
grandmother, on the feeble grounds that 
her refusal to apply for a variance 
“should foreclose her’ from applying to 
the court. 

In the same session last week, the 
Burger court made additional inroads 
into the-gains obtained under'the Warren 
Court, and continued a series of findings 
that have tended to erode most of the 
civil rights gains made under its more 
liberal’ predecessor. : 

It upheld seniority systems that 
perpetuate past employment 
discrimination against Blacks, Hispanics 
and women. 

The vote was 7. to 2 to uphold the 
seniority system in the trucking industry 
‘which has long worked to limit, if not to 
almost entirely eliminate, minority drivers 
upholding the system, the court said the 
seniority system gave senior line 
members the best insurance against 
layoffs. Nearly all the drivers are white. 

The court upheld the conviction of a 
Roman Catholic priest who was fined $50 
for saying a mass in -his home, in 
violation of the zoning laws. 

Observers sense that the Supreme 
Court has lost its sense of direction. It 
seems to be nailing up its doors, and 
Snuffing off as many cases. as it can find 


an excuse not to hear. As a result, le 


with legitimate complaints are often 
without remedy “or redress. But, 
considering some of the recent court 
verdicts, it may be better to be ignored by 
the Court. vernon ' ‘ 
The Burger Court, so far as racial 
cases..are -concerned isa dead- loss.

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Dems Plan Stirs Blacks 


A Democrat hasn't represented Columbus and 
Franklin County in the Congress in many decades, 
but if their plan to reshape Ohio congressional 
districts becomes law, the traditional ublican 
stranglehold is virtually certain to be snapped, 

The Democrats hope to accomplish this politica: 
feat in Columbus by remapping the 15th and 12th 
districts and forcing the two Republican incumbents 
to run-in the 15th district or call it quits. The two 
districts are represented by Reps. Chaimers P. Wylie 
and Samuel L. Divine respectively. 

Under. the Democrats’ political scheme, the 12th 
district would embrace most of the inner city, along 
with various pockets of Democrat strongholds. 
Democrats feel that taking the 12th will be a cinch. 
Laboring under this theory, are several black 
Democrats who are focusing their eyes on the 
congressional seat. ‘ 

hough most of the prominent biack Democrats 
are playing their political cards close to their chests, 
it’s generally believed that:-Rep. Phale D. Hale would 
be willing to give up his Ohio House seat for a chance © 
to aspire for one in the Congress. 

‘But inspite of the fact that Hale is dean o} the 
Columbus Democrat House delegation, should the 
redistricting plan materialize, he may well be 
challenged by black freshman. Rep. Les Brown who 
was elected to the 29th district seat last November. 
Brown, who is young and extremely popular among 
both white and black youth groups, is too restless anc 
ambitious to pass up an opportunity to feather his 


__ own nest. 


Announcement of the district.carving proposal also 
gave rise to speculation that veteran Columbus say 
Councilman Dr, John H. Rosemond, and prominen 
Democrat Atty. Napoleon’ Bell, would cherish the 
opportunity to go after the congressional seat. 
Rosemond who is virtually certain to be reelected to 
City Council this year, would have little to lose by 
running for congress, since his council-term would 
still have four more years. 

Bell, engaged in the general practice of law, would 
be making his first bid for an elective public office. 
However, he has been deeply involved in organized 
Democratic politics for several years. One of the 
prospective white candidates, State Senator Robert E. 
O'Shaughnessy, like Hale, would leap at the 
opportunity to surrender his 15th State Senate district 
seat for a chance to go after the 12th district 
congressional. post. Hale, some observers suggest, 
could possibly be induced to run for O'Shaughnessy’s 
senate slot and give him clear sailing -in- the 
congressional race. . 

But whether itis a black or white candidate. the 
‘Democrats plan to make sure that they will represent 
the 12th congressional district after the next election. 
And if the bill they introduced in the senate two 
weeks ago is approved, Republicans will be hard put 
to find a way to stop them. -

There’s a delusion abroad in the land tnat poverty 
doesn't affect many people, and that delusion is being 
fed by absurd arguments that social welfare benefits, 
have removed almost all poor people from poverty. 

But the ‘acts are that some 26 million people — two- 
thirds of them white -- live in families whose income is 
below the federal poverty line, while another 11 
— people are within only $1,400 of the poverty 

That's a lot of people. And they're living in terrible 
conditions most middle class pepole cannot imagine. 


~~ But that's only part, of it. That so-called ‘poverty 


line” is itself a false and misleading standard. 

The “ line" is currently set at about $5,500 
for an urban family of four, as if such a family isn't 
poore+*--it- earv€-46,900,- $7,000; oF -evor-€8,000. 

How is that figure arrived at? The poverty line goes 
back to the 1960s, when the government, for 


convenience sake, had to determine some. poverty 


limit to use as a guideline-in-the now defunct War on 


The figure itself was derived from Agriculture 
eres estimates of emergency diet food budgets 
— how much families would need 
imited pated: to get by for a 
ince then, the figure has been frozen into a bench- 
mark for determining poverty in general — as a per-

Last month,.the Department published its finding 
that an “austere” living standard for an urban family 
of four requires $10,000 per year. That's: the real 
poverty line, for it includes only the most basic 
necessities — food, rent, and other essentials, not 
including entertainment and vacations. : 
Instead of abandoning that old “poverty line" figure 
and replacing it with the “austere” budaet level. some 
claim that neither is adequate since the cash value of 
varjous social welfare benefits should be included. 
Thus, food stamps, Medicaid, the value of subsidized 
housing, and other benefits should have cash value 
attached to them and added on to real income. 
The result? Presto — nine million poor people. That 
shows you can do anything with mathematics, even 
obscure social reality, if you want to. 
Asa magical feat, it's impressive, but in the real 
world, it’s a_thin-reed on-which-to-hang-arguments 
supporting the imminent end of poverty. 


First, only benefits for poor people are” treated in 
re tps ayaa — beg cash value of middle and 
efits. like tax credits and abatemen 

and other aden subsidies? - ws 
more important, many of the social. welfare 
benefits for poor people don't add to their income. 
Commentator Murray Kempton has pointed out that 
according to this “cash value" reasoning a welfare 
Patient at a hospital can linger for 90 days and then 
die. Since the hospital charges $200 per day, that 
Person's annual income can be said to be $18,000. 
That's how poverty can be ended by definition. 
People will still be poor, but the statisticians can be 
smug about anumbers game that defines them out of

Haniton = Ave. and Long 
St., moved east on Long to 
Taylor Ave., North to Mt. 
Vernon Ave., and back 
west to Hamilton Ave, and 
south to Hamilton Park. It 
was a big parade. 

There was the Caldwell 
Post, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, American Legion 
heading the parade, 
followed by Elks marching 
units, Scouts, Masonic and 
Shriners, along with other 
marchers. There were 
three bands, the Elks, 
Mifflin and Mohawk High 
School bands: 

The Ohio National Guard 
entered two Jeeps and two 
work trucks, while the 
Columbus Fire Department 
had three trucks at the tail 
end of the parade. The 
streets were lined with 
spectators from the begin- 
beginning to the end. 

At the end of the parade, 
appropriate . ceremonies, 
honoring the war heroes, 
including the playing of 
the National Anthem and 
the bugle sounding the last 
lament.

“The Welfare 
Reform or Rhetoric 


President Jimmy Carter's 


campaign -promise_ to 
institute welfare reform 
within the first year of his 
administration was ap- 
plauded by friend and 
foe. Mr. Carter was 
perceptive enough to know 
that there was hardly 
anyone who had dealt with 
the present welfare system 
that would oppose its 
being revised. 

Politicians of all political 
persuasions, Democrats, 
Republicans, Liberals and 
Conservatives agree that 
“The Welfare Mess" is an 
emotional. issue upon 
which most Americans 
have such strong feelings 
that denouncing it is not 
only, fashionable but 
profitable on election day. 

One thing President 
Carter and his core of 
competent managers have 
learned is that it is much 
easier to find fault with the 
present .welfare system, 
than it is to devise a new 
one. Part of the problem 
stems from the fact that 
welfare reform means 
different things.to diftecant 
people. 

Richard Broker, welfare 
specialist at the Institute of 
Politics at Harvard, wrote 
recently that ‘welfare 
reform has come to mean 
anything from a new 
program to raise every 
"American above the 
poverty line to a national

Teaucirtg tre Werrwer er 
people on welfare.” 


The—_present welfare 
system's rules and 
regulations create 


conditions and encourage 
behavior that run counter 
to our folkway and mores, 
along with missing the 


intent of the initial 
legislation. 
For example, it 


absolutely makes no sense 
to encourage and enforce 
a policy that. makes _it 
financially beneficial for 
husband and wife to 
separate in order to obtain 
welfare assistance. The 
“stupidity of —withholding- 
federal service and 
financial assistance from 
the poor until they agree to 
break up their families by 
removing one parent or 
responsible adult-from the 
home cannot be rationally 
defended. Add to this, the 
fact that only 65 percent of 
those eligible for food 
stamps are now 
participating ‘in the 
program designed to keep 
them from going hungrey 
because they cannot afford 
the minimum: cost.of ~ 
purchasing food discount 
coupons; : :

8. Asingle cash payment 
to replace existing welfare 
programs. 

9. Easier and simpler 
administration. 

10. Elimination of fraud 

11. Reduction of the 
financial burden on states 
and localities as rapidly as 
federal resources permit. 

12. Local administration 
of public job programs. 

We welcome this 
constructive attempt to 
overhaul an unmanagable 
theoligical and inefficient 
welfare system. Only if 
such radical surgery is 
employed will we be, able 
to assure that those in 
need of service and 
assistance _wi'l..have—an--.

The nations unemployment figure is, 
about equal to the combined populations 
of the cities of San Francisco, Calif. 
Cleveland, Ohio, Memphis, Tenn, and 
Pittsburgh, Pa. The fact that these cities 
have large black populations is merely 
coincidental. | think, The countries 2.6 
million unemployed are clustered in 
cities similar to these sister cities. 

The suburbs have sucked off the silent 
majority. with_money. fromthe city's cof. 
fers leaving lower and upper income 
groups alone to grapple for dwindling 
services. The pockets of unemployment 
in the nation’s economy is nestied in the 
poor neighborhoods of these cities. This 
is only part of the picture of the poor in. 


this country. 
There were 14.5 million

toward the water source 
and slant dishes so water 
will run out or off. Glasses 
and cups should be turned 
downward. Sharp items 
should be loaded with 
edges and points away 
from the liner. Flat pieces 
(plates, saucers) usually 
go on the lower rack; cups, 
glasses and odd pieces on 
the top. 


You need water of 140- 
160 degrees for good sani- 
tation. Check water 
temperature at the tap with 
a Thermometer (your meat 
thermometer will work). If 
it's too low, turn up your 
water heater. Before 
turning on your dish- 
washer, run the hot water 
long enough to drain the 
cold water-out of the pipe. 


Use only a_ detergent 
made for automatic dish- 
washers. Others produce 
heavy sudsing, which’ can 
cause flooding. 


Do you sometimes get 
those annoying water 
spots on freshly-washed 
glassware? If you've been 


using the amount 
detergent recommended 
by. the manufacturer of 
your dishwasher--and still 
have spotting and filming 
due to hard water — try 
using three. tablespoons of 
detergent. If that solves the 
problem, you were using 
too little detergent. Experi- 
ment by cutting back on 
the amount of detergent 
each time until you find the

You 
can also avoid water 
spotting by adding a

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rinse. These agents are 
available in any super- 
market. 

Some items should never 
be washed in an automatic 
dishwasher: soft rubber, 
wooden pieces or items 
with wooden handles, 
hand-painted china or 
dishes without a 
dependable glaze, antique 
glassware, antique silver- 
ware._with cemented 
handles and non-thermo- 
setting plastics. Kitchen 
Knives can lose their sharp 
edge from excessive heat. 
Cast iron should not be 
washed in a dishwasher. 
Removal of its seasoning 
will cause it to rust. 

If. sticky or heavily soiled 
dishes are put into the 
dishwasher, they'll wash 
better if you pre-rinse them 
by hand, or by using the 
rinse-and-hold cycle:

Yet, we 
have come out of this with 
a great deal of strength 
and vitality.” : 

He noted community 
strength at the dinner and 
cited the cooperative ef- 
forts of local government 
units, private business and 
community action 
organizations “who have 
worked together to provide 
the right kind of job 
training atmosphere to 
move ahead and bring 
more people in to the 
mainstream of our 
society.” 

McDonald, who formerly 
served as the metro direc- 
tor of the National Alliance 
of Businessmen, said that 
in the past he has worked 
closely with CETA and 
CMACAO and “I know the 
day in and day out 
problems of developing the 
right kind of atmosphere 
needed to move people 
into’the mainstream and 
forge ahead in our 
society." 

McDonald said that ‘I'm 
real excited about the op- 
portunities that exist when 
| see business, community 
action groups and local 
government working 
together to meet and solve 
the problems in our 
society.” 

He said that there is a 
“great deal of change 
coming in our society and 
we won't be able to meet 
the change and conquer 
the challenges if we do not 
work together.” 

As an employer, 
McDonald noted that there 
are more highly educated 
people moving into the 
labor force. “A recent sur- 
vey pointed out," he said, 
“that there are two 
teachers for every job in 
education 33 percent of 
persons with doctorate 
degrees are without jobs.” 

He also noted the num- 
ber of people returning to 
school, especially mature 
adults. “This is a positive 
step,” he said. “I! don't 
think it is going to lessen.”
